farm er, it is the life of the agriculturist, no m atter ho\ 
young the organization may ]be in this end of the stat 
and no m atter what some classes of people may say rt 
g ar ding it, it is here to stay for it can only prove a hem 
fit to the farm er in the long run.

following advice to m erchants will profit them: 
It is a habit of a good many retail merchants to 
knock mail order houses every opportunity.
